The Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers set up a creeping 
barrage of mortar fire in a 
residential part of north- 
west Nairobi this morning 
to try to drive six ter- 
rorists from hiding.

Matos, former Portuguese 
Ambassador to London 
and Minister of War in the 
first World War, died here 
today.. He was 87.
